— I have  the  honour  to  recjiiest  you  to 
inform  your  .Ministers  (hal  His  Majesty  the  King 
has  bemi  plen.sed  to  inslilule  a .Modal  styled  “The 
King’s  Police  .Medal,”  to  be  awarded  to  members 
of  the  Constabulary  Forc(>s  and  I’ire  Brigades 
throughout  His  Majesty's  Dominions  and  in 
TfU'ritories  under  His  Protection  or  .Inrisdiction, 
in  recognition  of  sjieidal  and  exceiitional  service, 
heroism,  or  devotion  to  duty. 

2.  I enclose  a copy  of  the  Royal  Warrant 
instituting  the  .Medal  and  of  the  Regulations 
governing  its  award. 

.».  .Membei’s  of  all  recognised  Police  Forces  and 
members  of  all  regularly  organised  Fire  Brigades 
will  be  eligible  provided  that  the  services  for  which 
they  are  recommended  satisfy  the  conditions  of  the 
regulations,  which  are  as  follows: — 

(a.)  Consiiicuous  gallantry  in  saving  life  and 
property,  or  in  preventing  crime  or  arresting 


M hereas  We  have  taken  into  Our  Royal  con- 
sideration the  good  services  which  are  rendered  by

shall  bear  on  the  rim  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  Medal  is  awarded. 

'I’hirdly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  Medal  shall 
only  be  awarded  to  (hose  of  Our  Faithful  Subjects 
and  others  who.  bidiig  memhers  of  a recognised 
P(dice  Force  or  of  a ]>roperly  organised  Fire 
Bi'igade  within  Our  Dominions  or  in  Territories

2.  A list  of  officers  recommended  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  the  Colonies  and  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  India  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Home 
Office  in  the  mouth  of  (October  in  each  year. 

3.  Each  list  shall  contain  the  name  and  rank  of 
each  person  recommended,  the  Police  Force  or 
Fire  Brigade  of  which  he  is  or  was  a member,  and 
particulars  of  the  action  or  service  for  whicii 
the  grant  of  the  Medal  is  recommended. 

4.  The  number  of  ^ledals  awarded  in  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  one  hundi’ed  and  twenty,  of 
which  at  the  most  forly  shall  be  awarded  for 
service  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands,  and  the  Isle  of 
Man,  thirty  for  service  in  His  Majesty’s  Dominions 
beyond  the  Seas,  and  fifty  for  service  in  the  Empire 
of  India.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 
AITHEREAS  r.  nresentaiions  have  been  made  to 
VV  the  Depart. 'ent  of  the  Interior  from  time 
to  time  by  the  City  ol  New  Westminster  and  by  the 
N’ancouver  Rower  Company  in  connection  with  a 
reservation  of  the  lands  comprising  the  catchment 
basin  or  drainage  area  of  Coquitlam  Lake,  in  the 
Railway  Belt,  in  the  I’rovince  of  British  Columbia  ; 

And  w'hereas  the  City  of  New  M'estminster 
obtains  its  water  supply  from  Coquitlam  Lake  and 
has  applied  for  a large  area  surrounding  the  lake 
lo  protect  and  preserve  its  water  supply  from  con- 
tamination : 

And  whereas  the  Vancouver  I’ower  Company 
uses  Coquitlam  Lake  for  reservoir  and  storage 
purposes  in  connection  with  its  water-power 
development  on  the  North  Arm  of  Burrard  Inlet, 
and  has  applied  for  a reservation  of  all  the  lands 
with  timber  thereon  draining  into  Coiiuitlam  Lake  in 
order  that  the  rainfall  may  be  conserved  ami  the 
run-olf  regulated  : 

And  whereas  an  engineer  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  after  a personal  inspection,  reports; 
“ It  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned 
if  the  Department  extended  the  reservation  of  the 
land  immediately  surrounding  Cocputlam  Lake, 
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applied  for  by  the  City  of  New  Weslmiuster,  to 
coutain  all  the  lauds  within  the  lake’s  catchment 
basin.  The  rainfall  is  very  heavy  over  the  Coquit- 
lam Lake  District  with  a consequent  heavy  ruu-olf. 
Ihe  water  supply  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
and  the  increasing  requirements  of  the  Vancouver 
1 ower  Company  for  water  for  power  purposes 
renders  necessary  the  conserving  and  protection  of 
the  foiest  co\er  on  all  laiul  draining  into  Coquit- 
lam Lake  in  order  that  the  run-off  may  be  gradual 
and  constant.  There  are  at  present  no  settlers 
within  the  Coquitlam  Lake  drainage  area,  and  it 
would  be  advisable  if  entry  into  this  area  for  any 
purpase  except  that  of  the  1‘ower  Company  and  the 
City  of  New  Westminster  be  upon  permission  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior.  No  accurate  survey 
of  the  height  of  laud  surrounding  Coquitlam  Lake 
has  been  made,  but  from  reconnaissance  and  explora- 
tory surveys  by  the  engineers  of  the  N’aucouver 
1 ower  Company  the  following  townships  will  very 
nearly  cover  the  watershed  of  Coquitlam  Lake, 
viz.  : —

Therefore,  His  Excellency  in  Council,  in  view  of 
the  report  made  by  the  Departmental  Engineer,  ii 
view  of  the  necessity  for  the  protection  of  the  water 
supply  of  the  City  of  New  IVestminster,  and  in 
view  of  the  necessity  for  conserving  and  regulating 
the  run-off  of  the  said  watershed,  is  pleased  to 
order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  land 
(lescribed  above,  excepting  thereout  the  laud  sold 
and  to  be  sold  and  leased  to  the  Vancouver  Power 
Company  for  the  purposes  of  its  power  develop- 
ment, shall  be  reserved  from  all  settlement  and 
occupation,  and  the  timber  thei'eon  shall  be  reserved 
from  sale,  except  such  sales  as  may  be  authorised 
by  the  Governor  in  Council ; and,  further,  that  all 
persons  shall  be  prohibited  from  entering  upon  the 
said  lauds  so  reserved,  except  only  such  persons  as 
are  duly  authorised  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
in  connection  with  the  water  supply  of  the  City  of 
.New  Westminster,  the  works  of  the  Vancouver 
Power  Company,  or  for  such  other  purposes  as  the 
.Minister  of  the  Interior  may  deem  necessary  in  the 
public  interest.

The  Minister  states  that  subsection  “ F ” of 
clause  8 of  the  Regulations  referred  to  in  the  said 
last  paragraph  of  the  Order  in  Council  contemplates 
the  return  of  the  water  diverted  for  power  purposes 
to  the  stream  or  other  source  of  water  of  the  amount 
so  diverted,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Vancouver  Power 
Company  the  works  already  completed  by  the  Com- 
pany divert  a portion  of  the  waters  of  Coquitlam 
Lake  used  for  power  purposes  by  means  of  a tunnel 
about  two  and  one-half  miles  long  to  a smaller 
lake  named  Lake  Buntzeu,  and  fi’om  thence  to  the 
North  Arm  of  Burrard;  Inlet.  These  works  were 
carried  out  under  authority  of  the  Government  of 
the  I’rovince  of  British  Columbia,  and  authority 
having  been  also  sought  from  this  Government,  such 
authority,  by  way  of  quit-claim  without  warranty 
of  title,  was  given. 

The  Minister  represents  that  the  plans  for  the 
further  development  of  the  hydraulic  undertaking 
of  the  Company,  approved  by  the  said  Order  in 
Council,  require  that  the  water  used  for  power  pur- 
poses will  continue  to  flow  into  the  North  Arm  of 
Burrard  Inlet. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the 
rifereuce  in  the  said  last  paragraph  of  the  Order 
in  Council  to  section  8 of  the  said  Regulations  shall 
not  apply  to  subsection  “ F ” of  the  said  section  8 
so  far  as  the  said  subsection  is  inconsistent  with 
the  design  of  the  said  plans  to  divert  the  water  as 
aforesaid.
